$302,569; October, $271,734; IS/ovem- 
bor, 8428,719; December, $88,695. It 
will be noticed that Decomber/'-shows 
much the smallest excess of ahypionth.

DISCOVERY OF THE MURDERERS .OF J. 
B. 8 ACE OF BRANTFORD; ! 

Oonfossiou of One of tho AcouseA. 

About a year ag? J. B. Sage, an 
official of the school board, living near 
Brantford, disappeared, having §600 
on his person. No explanatipn .could 
be given of his disappearance and the 
affair was a much-talked of mystery. In 
early summer his body, very much do- 
composed, was found in tho Grand 
river, below V -intford. Tho matter 
was talked of ic-^ some time and a large 
reward was offered by his father, but 
nothing was developed. On Thursday 
afternoon the hostler at Eobinaon Hall 
Hotel, Brantford, -^'aa hitching up a 
team of horses for a gentleman who 
lives on Cannot street in Hamilton, 
"Can you relieve this man 1" asked 
Harry GriiEth, the Brantford chief of 
polica The man was relieved and the 
chief took him to the police station. 
This v&a the first decisive step toward 
unravelling a mystery which has excit- 
ed tho minds of Brantford people since 
the disappearance of Sage. The hontler 
who was arrested is said to have confess- 
ed that "Ted" Hogers, tho proprietor of 
the Kobinson Hall last winter, but 
now in Minneapolis, kill^ Sage with 
a billiard cue and kepfc'^ the body in his 
cellar some six •weeks before placing it 
in tho Grand river. A man Kirkpat- 
rick, belonging to this city, but form- 
erly of Brantford, was arrested here on 
Friday and taken to Brantford. A 
special dispatch to the " Times " this 
afternoon says: 

BnANTFORD, Ont.,Jan. 9. — Mr.Kirk- 
patrick and Phil Butler were before 
the police magistrate this morning on 
a charge of complicity in the Sage mur- 
der. The examination was private,but 
it is known that Smart, the hostler, 
traced Sage's movements up to 11 p. 
m. of the night of the murder. That 
he was showing hia money freely at 
Ted Roger's hotel, aiid that he while 
very drunk, left tho room to go ui> 
stdrs to play pool, accompanied by Ho- 
gers, Kirkpatrick, Butler and:another 
not yet arrested.
